The whipping post and pillory in use horo 


at New Cantlo ore plain affairs. 
First, 


there ifi a heavy upright post about twelve 
inches square and fifteen feet high. About 
eight feet from, tho ground is a platform 
about si* leot square, through tho center ot 
which tho post runs. 
The platform is 


braced by n amorous stays, arranged some- 
what liko tho ribs of a raised umbrella. 
On cither sido of tho post, about four- foot 
from tho ground, is an iron semicircle with 
flanges at tho end. One ond is fastened to 
tho post so as to swing loose. Tho other 
end slips over a staple, into which a pin is 
placed when tho wrist of tho victim to bo 
Hogged is placed against the post, and en- 
circled with tho iron. 
Tlie portion of tho 


post abovo tho platform hus a cross boom 
about five fcot from tho floor, and it forms a 
largo cross. The arms of this cross, on 
'•either side, are out through tho center, tho 
upper portion lifting as a hinge. 
Threo 


openings arc nindo in the canter of tho 
arms, ono for tho victim's head and tho 
other two for his wrists. 
Tho upper por- 


tion of tho arm is lifted up, the prisoner 
places his head in the lower half of tho cen- 
ter hole and his wrists in those at tho sido. 
Tho upper part of th» arm is lowered and 
fastened at tho cud, and the prisoner is se- 
cured. 


The post and pillory are used between tho 


hours often and twelve o'clock, and always 
on Saturday morning. At ten o'clock tho 
sheriff places those under sentence to tho 
pillory in position, the platform 
being 


reached by u ladder, and throws tho jail 
yard open to tho public. As a rule the 
spectators ara few, but sometimes they may- 
bo as many as two hundred. Tho aro not 
allowed to annoy tho men in tho pillory, 
who never stand there moro than an hour, 
and who squirm and twist with ;tho pain- 
ful monotony of their position. Thou tho 
prisoners to be flogged aro brought out ono 
by ono, bared to the waist. Their arms aro 
fastened to tho post, and a deputy sheriff, 
with a list in his hand, tells tlio sheriff 
low many lashes aro to be given. Tho sheriff 
tancls to tho left, and as ho brings tho 
ash down each time tho deputy counts 
aloud. 


Black men pay tho least attention to the 


vhipping, and it is not an uncommon thing 
01- them to jump and kick their heels, ask 
;or a chew of tobacco, crack a joke, or laugh 
is '.hey aro led back to their cell'.. With 
,ho whites it is different. They squirm li 
jreat deal, and frequently givo vent to 
emphatic exclamations. 
The 
crowd of 


spectators is ready to laugh at any sem- 
blaneo of levity upon tho part of tho pris- 
oners, and tho'ono wbo has enough grit to 
crack a joke after his punishment is repaid 
jy the greeting of tho crowd. Tho last to 
jb whipped aro tho men in the pillory, if 
any there bo. They suffer the most, their 
jacks and iimbs havicg become stiffened 
jy standing in ono position. Tho first time 
i stranger witnesses a whipping tho idea is 
disgusting, but after two or threo exhibi- 
iions it loses Its unpleasant features amHs 
.ooked upon merely as a relic of tho old En- 
jlish laws. Two or threo years ago at a 
whipping every one cof tho victims was 
white, an event that has never been hoard 
of before in tho history of tho State. It 
frequently happens that they aro all black. 
At that timo tho sheriff (struck with hia left 
hand, also a very unusual incident. Women 
are never whipped now, tho last ono having 
been flogged in 1864. Some men have been 
whipped four an4 five times, tint that is un-
